the houges Irak old, but there are a number 
of very beautiful residence's,. and: the pub- 
lic buildings are fair. The" streets are very 
wide, and everything has'-a business-like 
aspect. 
The location of the city on the 


Luke is such as must necessarily' make it 
one of vast importance. It ia .the great 
tlioroughfare of .the whole West, and the 
daily, transportation of .passengers and 
freight up the Lakes is immense,—in fact, 
it is almost incredible, and one must wit- 
ness it^ with his own~cy.e,s, to believe it.— 
The docks are perfectly wedged with steam- 
boats and .vessels of various kinds, whrle 
barrels of flour and other merchandize lies 
about in such profusion • as- to render them 
almost impassable. 


On my. way.here from- Albany. I passed 


through a truly delightful country, and saw 
some of the finest farms in this or any oth- 
er part-of the world.- The land is rich, 
and produces great crops-will) unt little la- 
bor, in comparison with Eastern hmd. 
The 


season is backward, and- some apprehen- 
sions are felt Ibr the wheat crop, which, in 
many parts of the West, has been winter- 
killed. The Railroad between Albany nnd 
Buil'alo is the worst that I ever travelled 
on. It is the flat rail nearly the whole way, 
arid very uneven, ami one's nervous system 
is vc.ry much deranged, from' fear of acci- 
dents of some kind, such as being;thrown 
off tlie track, or the projection of a snnke- 
head through the bottom ofthe cars. The 
ro.ad is in such bad order that very fre- 
quently the cars 'will -rol! like a ship in a 
heavy sea. 


On the way from Rochester, we passed 


through a number of very neat little villages, 
but none of them are as beautiful as (hose 
which I have before spoken of. 


There are vast' numbers-of German set- 


tlers in and about-Buffalo,- and it iVaimising 
to go dowtr on the wharves, and in cert.tin 
parts of tlie city, and hear them chatter 
with each other, apparently happy and in 
the fiiil cnjoyirictn of all thru they rould 
desire.
